Bellamy'* "Looking Backward." 
A community which closely approxi- 


mates Bellamy's "Looking Backward" 
is Cosme, a 
little 
settlement 
near 


Asuncion, Paraguay, described by WIN 
helm Lacmanu In the Lelpslc Orentz- 
boten. fequallty, democracy nnd com- 
munity of wealth and work are the 
principles on which it was founded In 
1804 by a split In n colony of Austrian 
Immigrants to Paraguay. "The houses 
of the settlers lio together nnd form a 
email village, and arc small, pretty and 
clean; they have only one story, and 
are built of boards nnd shingled or 
roofed with mnzcgii grass. 
The- root 


hangs far over the.side walls ami is 
supported by posts, a detail which al- 
lows for a wide veranda—a most wel- 
come adjunct in the hot weather. On 
one side of the house is a small out- 
building which contains thn kitchen, 
and every house has its garden.

plantations of sugar cane lie bet we 211 
the houses and the garden:;." 


Up 
to 
tho 
present 
the 
dwelling 


houses cover only a quarter of tho 
space which has bocn reserved for Hie 
village, nnd when llerr Lacmann vis- 
ited the place there were some twenty 
houses occupied and 108 in course of 
erection.

tion a number of smaller public places 
have been provided for, which will lie, 
as those already in existence, between 
the houses.

the property of their users. When one 
enters the colony he must bring his 
entire property in, with these excep- 
tions. 
When, however, one wishes to 


withdraw he does not receive back tho 
amount of his contribution, but only 
the amount which corresponds to his 
share for the last working period." 


Everyone must go through a proba- 


tionary period of one year, and before 
this period is completed no member- 
ship is obtained nor any contribution 
of goods made. 
Every applicant upon 


entering must pay into the treasury 
lji-5 for each adult member of the fam- 
ily and half of this amount for each 
child.
